The order was granted after the

elector question. It ordered imme- 
diate notification of all parties 
involved. 
C. C. Renfro of Dallas

. and court commissioners just be- 


fore the order was announced. 


Representing the 15 electors of 


the May 23 State convention who 
had 
announced 
they would not 


' support the national 
nominees, 


Renfro and Knapp ^arrived after 
the Court had conferred with at- 
torneys for tho State Democratic 
Executive Committee. 


Secretary of State Sidney La- 


tham also was named In the suit 
because he had decided to certify 
for the general election ballot only 
the electors of the May 23 conven- 
tion which was anti-Roosevelt con- 
trolled.

Motion to File Mandamus. 


Today's legal action was in the 


form of a motion for leave to file 
a petition for a writ of mandamus 
to force Latham to approve the 
September electors.

to be filed, early setting of oral 
arguments was anticipated.

cases of overcharge, If the customer 
did not 3-.li within 30 days. 


"2. To mnke court action unnec- 


essnry In minor violations, the ad- 
mlnistrn'or has now directed price 
panels tu act for him in negotiat- 
ing with retailers for an agreed set- 
tlement, pri virling a return of the 
overcha!ges. 


"3. In cases of unintentional vio- 


lations !hc r.rice panels may, 
If 


they bclinve 
the circumstances 


warrant, close the case with 
nn 


agreement from the retailer 
to 


comply in future sales. In 
more 


serious vases, the price panel may 
inquest settlement at amounts up 
to three times the ovcrrhargp or 350 
whichever Is greater.
